“My hobbies are writing, gardening 
with my husband and walking with him 
along.the wonderful trails in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains which are a little over 
an hour's drive from our house in Char- 
lottesville. I am interested in the work 
of the Presbyterian Church and in 
P.-T.A. work. 


“I became interested in writing about 
four years ago. My first published 
article appeared in the magazine section 
of the Richmond Times-Dispatch, in a 
section called Virginia Home Makers. 
It was about new ideas in interior deco- 
ration in the recently built houses of 
three friends. 


“Shortly after that I attended an eve- 
ning course in journalism at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia given by William 
Wranrek, director of the University 
News Service. I began to read books 
on how to write and to subscribe to 
writer's magazines. 
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“I continued to contribute to the 
Times-Dispatch. They bought the term 
paper I wrote for Mr. Wranrek’s course 
and published it in their Sunday feature 
section. 

“Editors are also my teachers. If they 
return a manuscript to me they almost 
always say why. If they take it, their 
requests for changes are in reality free 
lessons in how to write.

SOUNDS ON TAPE 


Your Tape Recorper, by Robert 
and Mary Marshall (278 pages; illus- 
trated; Greenberg, Publisher; New 
York City; $4.95). 


— USE of tape recorders has spread 
into almost every field of human 
activity—business, education, recreation, 
religion, entertainment, law—the list 
could go on and on. By use of the re- 
corders all manner of sounds can be re- 
corded on tape which can be used over 
and over again, since in the process of 
making a new recording the old one is 
erased. The authors of “Your Tape Re- 
corder” are experienced in the educa- 
tional and youth activities field and in 
preparation for this book, the purpose 
of which is to help you get the most out 
of your tape recorder, they made more 
than 2,500 experiments in an effort to 
determine all the various ways in which 
a tape recorder could be useful. 

The Marshalls originally started using 
a tape recorder to record certain radio 
programs for their school puptls. Then 
they began to record bird calls, the 
voices of their dogs and cats and other 
home sounds. Gradually they branched 
out to make recordings in schools and 
colleges, churches, camps, social agen- 
cies, playgrounds and numerous homes. 
Using and testing virtually all the tape 
recorders on the market, they expanded 
their original list of twenty-five uses to 
nearly 1,200 and they saw no ending to 
the listing. 

HE FIRST section of the Marshalls’ 

book deals with the fundamentals of 
tape recording. This includes both 
theory and practice and gives the reader 
not only an understanding of how a re- 
corder works but also why. Included are 
chapters on editing tapes and the use of 
recorders in audio-visual programs. 

The second section is concerned with 
the practical applications of tape record- 
ers in all daily activities where sound is 
the medium of communication, enter- 
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tainment or preserving factual records. 
Examples are given of uses of recorders 
in business agencies, camps, churches, 
hobby activities, colleges, community 
activities, in working with the handi- 
capped, for publicity and promotion, for 
producing sound effects and numerous 
other purposes. One section gives sug- 
gestions to follow in selecting a tape re- 
corder for: an institution and another 
presents positive tests for evaluating the 
condition of a recorder. The final pages 
are devoted to photographs of some 
sixty different tape recorders and other 
pieces of equipment used in general and 
specialized recording work. Brief speci- 
fications are given for each. The photo- 
graphs and verbal material should give 
the reader a clear idea of the variety of 
recorders on the market and help him 
select the one best suited to his particu- 
lar needs. 


BUILDING FOR BIRDS 
BirpHouses, by L. Day Perry and 
Frank Slepicka (96 pages: illustrated; 
Charles A. Bennett Co., Inc., Peoria, 
Illinois ; paperbound, $1.75). 


HE MAKING of birdhouses, or nest- 
ing boxes as they more properly 
might be called, is not only a pleasant 
craft in itself, but after they are made 
and in place they add pleasure to our 
daily lives by attracting certain species 
of birds. The authors of this book tell 
you what birds will occupy nesting 
boxes, and then tell you how to build 
boxes suited to those various birds. 
The principle birds which will nest 
in man made boxes include the robin, 
wren, bluebird, chickadee, some members 
of the woodpecker family, purple martin 
and American barn owl. Those and 
other birds are also grateful for feed- 
ing shelves and roosting shelters and 
since such shelves and shelters also 
help attract birds to your premises the 
year around, the authors, L. Day Perry 
and Frank Slepicka, have also included 
instructions for making them. They are 





also conscious of the fact that birds must 
be protected against their enemies if 
they are to settle down in your yard, 
so they describe and tell how to make 
several protective devices which dis- 
courage cats and other natural enemies 
of birds. Against two enemies of their 
own kind, English sparrows and _ star- 
lings, the authors are frank to acknowl- 
edge there just isn’t much you can do 
in the way of providing protection, but 
they outline what little can be done. 


IRDS LOOK for certain basic funda- 

mentals in a nesting box. The 
authors tell you what they are for each 
of the species which will use boxes, in 
terms of size of the floor of the box 
or cavity, depth, how far the entrance 
should be above the floor, diameter 
of the entrance and height above 
ground. They also tell you what loca- 
tion is best for boxes for each of the 
species and brief you on how far apart 
the houses should be placed, an im- 
portant factor since while some birds, 
like the martins, like to live in colonies, 
others will mot occupy a box which is 
too close to another box. 

If you meet the fundamental hous- 
ing demands of the birds they will be 
satisfied. It is often fun to build 
elaborate boxes in various architectural 
styles and the authors include plans for 
such houses but they candidly tell you 
that the extra work involved in making 
the more elaborate boxes will receive 
no extra appreciation from the birds. 
Working drawings and bills of materials 
as well as construction instructions are 
included for several different houses, 
as well as for feeders and _ shelters. 
There are also a number of excellent 
photographs showing completed houses 
and also nesting birds in close-up 
detail. 

The houses presented by the authors 
of this book are designed to be lived 
in. The chances are that if you make 
them just as the authors tell you to, 
they will be lived in.

PRACTICAL OPTICS 


BINOCULARS, TELESCOPES AND TELE- 
scopic Sicuts, by Truman Henson 
(515 pages; illustrated; Greenberg 
Publisher, New York City; $9.50). 


HE PURPOSE of this book, in the 

words of the author, is “to provide 
the nonprofessional reader with every- 
thing he will want to know about bin- 
oculars, telescopes and telescopic gun- 
sights.” Truman Henson describes him- 
self as a self-taught amateur who has 


written a book for other amateurs. To | 


benefit from this book no knowledge of 
physics is required and none of mathe- 
matics aside from the grade school 
variety. The treatment, Mr. Henson as- 
sures his readers, is entirely non-techni- 
cal. He does point out, however, that 
while to manufacture any of the optical 
instruments presented as projects does 
not require that you be a master ma- 
chinist, it is taken for granted that the 
would-be maker has or has access to the 
ordinary home workshop tools for metal 
working and a reasonable facility in 
using them. 

In his early chapters Mr. Henson ex- 
plains how lenses and prisms work and 
how they are combined to form useful 
instruments. The elements of optical 
design are presented and there is a 
chapter to guide you in the purchases 
of binoculars and monoculars if you are 
not interested in or don’t feel yourself 
capable of making your own. 


A Hose SECOND half of Mr. Henson’s 
book is largely devoted to specific 
instructions for the building of a num- 
ber of optical instruments. These in- 
clude four different binoculars of vary- 
ing complexity, two monoculars, three 
spotting or observation telescopes, seven 
big-game scope sights for use on fire- 
arms, two target scope sights and two 
varmint scope sights, also for use on 
guns. The instructions are accompanied 
by numerous working drawings and 
photographs. E 

It should be pointed out, as Mf. 
Henson has himself, that the observa- 








tion and spotting scopes for which in- 
structions are given, while they will 
suffice for casual observation of heaven- 
ly bodies, are not strictly astronomical 
instruments. The making of the latter is 
a field in itself and as Mr. Henson 
explains, much good literature is avail- 
able on the subject. Until now, however, 
very little literature has been available 
on the nonastronomical or terrestrial 
telescopes. This big gap has now been 
filled by Mr. Henson’s big book. In 
writing it he has opened up a whole 
new hobby field not only for the ama- 
teur craftsman but also for the hunter, 
the shooter, the sailor and the gunsmith 
who have many uses for such instru- 
ments as are presented here and who 
would either like to try making them 
or would welcome the great wealth of 
information which the author presents 
on the various commercial binoculars 
and scopes, as well as on their care, 
cleaning and repair.

college. “It's a lot easier than it sounds 
and the cost is startlingly low.

Ruth Keen’s interest in handmade 
jewelry started less than five years ago. 
She was vacationing in Maine at the

“Do you suppose I could ever learn 
how to make anything as beautiful as 
these pins?” she asked a friend with her. 

“Of course you could, Ruth! Haven't 
you worked on pewter—well, silver is 
just another area of metalcraft.” 

That started Ruth Keen thinking. 
True, she had done some work on pew- 
ter in a craft group many years ago. It 
was fun, she remembered. Smiling, she 
said to her friend: “You may be getting 
a silver bracelet for Christmas!” 


UTH KEEN returned from that 

Maine vacation bubbling with in- 
terest in jewelry making. What tools 
would she need? Is silver a terribly ex- 
pensive medium in which to work? 
How do you begin to make something 
like a bracelet? There was no end to 
the questions revolving in her head. 

This wise lady found the answer to 
her questions by enrolling in one of the 
adult education classes at nearby Bald- 
win high school. 

“I have never understood persons 
who take up a handcraft as a hobby and 
go at it alone without help from any- 
one,” says Ruth Keen. “There may be 
some psychological sat‘sfaction in being 
self-taught, but a terrific amount of 
time is wasted in learning by tedious 
trial and error what can be learned 
quickly ‘n a few easy lessons. Of course, 
experience is what counts from then 
on.” Out of her own experience Ruth 
Keen has plenty of friendly advice to 
offer—and one big warning at the 
start: Supplement class instruction by 
studying the techniques of professional 
artisans. 

Books and magazines dealing with 
jewelry making have also proved in- 
valuable as a supplement to class in- 
struction, according to Miss Keen. She 
particularly recommends a book called 
“Metal Art Crafts,” by John G. Miller. 
This is a book on materials, tools, proc- 
esses, and projects, designed for the 
use of those who are interested in mak- 
ing objects of sterling silver, copper, 
brass, pewter. 

While Miss Keen believes in learn- 
ing from others, she adds this word of 
caution: Don’t become so dependent on 
a teacher or the presence of other strug- 
gling craftsmen in class groups that 
you fail to strike out on your own. 

This spirit of initiative was evident 
in Ruth Keen at the very first class 
meeting which she attended. She stated 
that she would like to make a large 
lapel pin, of a wheat spray design, as 
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RUTH E. KEEN CHECKS the clasp on a handmade sterling silver necklace designed 

for a member of the faculty of Adelphi college, where she is the bursar. Miss Keen 
learned fundamentals of silversmithing in an adult education course.

her first-project, Now, the instructor at 
the Baldwin school believes in letting 
each student work on individual proj- 
ects, but she was most hesitant about 
having Miss Keen start on the wheat 
pin. She knew it was not exactly a 
project for a beginner. It was a piece 
that could not be finished quickly! Be- 
ginners have a way of expecting im- 
mediate results. But Miss Keen was de- 
termined. She promised to stick with 
the pin no matter how long it would 
take. 

“I'm afraid I sorely tried the patience 
of our instructor,” recalls Miss Keen. 
“She had to show me everything, step- 
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by-step. However, the pin finally was 
completed at the last meeting of the 
class that semester; and it is now one 
of the pieces on which I receive the 
greatest number of comments. Believe 
me, I learned many techniques in mak- 
ing that single piece of jewelry. It is 
one piece of mine that is not for sale!” 


* JEWELRY making, as in everything 
else that requires skill, success comes 
with practice. Miss Keen did not con- 
sider herself a jeweler when that be- 
ginner’s course came to an end. Each 
year since then, including the present 
year, she has enrolled in various ad- 


vanced courses in jewelry making con- 
ducted by the adult education division 
of her local high school, in order to 
further her knowledge and skill. For 
this career woman feels that upon re- 
tirement, her ability to make worth- 
while pieces of jewelry will not only 
give her something to do but it will 
bring in additional income. 

“It seems to me,” Miss Keen goes on 
to say, “that the average hobbyist fails 
in becoming adept in his field because 
he won't bother to put the necessary 
effort into learning his project 
thoroughly. It takes time to perfect 
techniques.” 

Miss Keen reminds us that the un- 
trained painter doesn’t expect to learn 
to produce a Rembrandt in one year! 
“Of course,” she continues, “it does 
take a lot more than knowing the rudi- 
ments to turn out lovely pieces of 
jewelry. Creative ability is essential, too. 
But most people have more imagination 
than they are ever given credit for if 
presented with materials with which 
they like to work. Many a beginner has 
developed into a full-fledged artisan by 
patient practice. There is such a thing 
as acquired creative talent, you know! 
When I first began making jewelry it 
sometimes took me two or three eve- 
nings to make one bracelet. At first it 
is difficult to work out a design, but 
the process soon becomes routine. Now 
I can turn out two or three bracelets in 
one evening!” 

Would you like to make some ster- 
ling silver jewelry? Expensive looking 
items in sterling silver cost much less 
to make than you'd think. Sheets of sil- 
ver don’t cost a fortune and you do not 
need an expensive kit of tools or a 
special workroom. Miss Keen does al- 
most all of the work on her jewelry in 
the living room of her small apartment. 
Soldering is done in the cellar of a 
friend’s home where the two women 
have set up a small workshop complete 
with gas connection for soldering which 
is not available in Miss Keen's apart- 
ment. She is quick to tell you that 
costly equipment is not needed for the 
home jeweler. 

“Actually,” says Miss Keen, “a seven- 
by-seven-inch sheet of sterling 1/32 
inch thick, costs about $4.50; but it

Fooling Fowl With Old 


Inner Tubes 


IDA B. ALSETH 


Dissatisfied with all the decoys he used, a South Dakota hunter 
devised inflatable rubber ones. Now other hunters have 
swamped him with orders at $100 a dozen. 
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AFTER THE CONSTRUCTION of the goose has been completed, J. C. Schultz 
paints the goose to look as nearly as possible like the: wild Canada goose. The 
eye was made of raw rubber and melted in an eye mold with a vulcanizer. 


> ancien OFTEN challenges the in- 
ventive genius. At least, according 
to J. C. Schultz, of Aberdeen, South 
Dakota, that was what got him into the 
production of geese and duck decoys. 

Schultz was a hunter. He particu- 
larly liked to hunt waterfowl. And for 
that, he felt, decoys were essential. He 
had bought dozens of different kinds 
of decoys. None was exactly what he 
wanted. They were too heavy or too 
bulky to transport easily. And most 
important, none was natural looking 
enough to lure its waterfowl brethern 
down from the skies. 

Finally Schultz started experimenting 
to produce some of his own. He con- 
ceived the idea of making them out of 
rubber so that they would be light to 
carry. Old inner tubes offered a possi- 
biliry. Through trial and error, after 
several months he perfected a decoy 
that seemed what he had been trying 
to locate for years. They were light in 
weight. When deflated a dozen of them 
fit into a medium sized duffle bag 
twelve by twenty by sixteen inches. 
And. a dozen of them weighed only 
thirty pounds. 

The decoys have proved so success- 
ful that they have been endorsed by 
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representatives of Ducks Unlimited. 
Seeing Schultz’s goose decoys in the 
distance set up in a field, one can 
easily mistake them for live Canada 
geese. 


1 iiesioere SAYS the decoys are so easy 
to make that anyone can do it. The 
cost is small and it takes a minimum of 
machinery. Needed are three eight-inch 
vulcanizing plates. One is for the straight 
seams, one for shaping the duck heads 
and a third for shaping the neck of the 
feeding goose. That is all except scal- 
pels, jackknives and paint brushes. 

By using the skins saved from some 
of his shot birds, Schultz worked out 
his patterns, and came up with one that 
looked like a real Canada goose. It had 
nine pieces to it. The one for the mal- 
lard duck has only eight. 

Taking an inner tube (he gets old ones 
at garages and filling stations for the 
asking) Schultz slits it down the center, 
lays on his pattern, and with a sharp 
scalpel cuts it out. Then to connect the 
pieces, in turn, he fits them together 
and where the pieces meet, he lays 
over the jointure a one-fourth-inch strip 
of raw rubber and vulcanizes it. This 
closes the seams, which are so neatly 
done that they scarcely show. 

The duck heads get special treatment. 
After the two parts of the head are 
vulcanized together, Schultz has to shape 
it, to get that rounded bill and flat- 
top head. He fits it on a mold that 
simulates a duck’s head—one that he 
has carved from wood. Then, vulcan- 
izing while on the mold, he gives the 
head the natural looking contour of the 
live birds. He found he could not get 
that by inflating with air as he does 
with the heads of the Canada geese. He 
gives them their shape by simply in- 
flating them with air along with the 
rest of the body. 


HEN ALL the seams are vulcan- 

ized, Schultz inserts an inch 
length of soft rubber tubing—hot water 
bottle tubing is excellent—in about 
the same position as the bird’s natural 
vent. Through this, air is blown by 
mouth to inflate the birds to full size. 
A cork is then inserted to close the 
tube and retain the air. Some hunters 
who use the decoys and return to the 
same lodge each week-end during the 
hunting season, leave the birds inflated 
from week to week, tossing them into 
the lodge that way when not in use. 
This relieves them from taking the 
time to inflate each time they return 
to hunt. At the close of the season

the decoys are deflated and stored in a 
cool place. 

On each side—midway at the bottom 
of each closed wing, Schultz vulcanizes 
on a one-inch length of stiff one-half- 
inch rubber tubing. Into these run the 
one-fourth-inch diameter iron rods— 
the twelve-inch uprights that hold the 
birds in position when they are placed 
in a grain or a corn field for duty. 

The Canada geese can be placed in 
two positions in the grain field. Some 
are alerted and others are feeding. The 
heads of the latter were so shaped 
in the vulcanizer. The two positions 
make the flock look more natural, for 
as in a live flock, some of the birds 
are alerted as others feed. 


W HEN ALL parts of the bird are 
finally completed, it is ready for 
the eyes. A pot metal eye mold Schultz 


made has a dozen or more tiny cups. 
Into each he places a one-fourth-inch 
square of raw rubber. He then turns 
on the heat and as the rubber melts, 
it sinks into the molds, and the eyes 
are shaped. When they are cooled, 
Schultz removes them from the mold 
and fits them into place by vulcaniz- 
ing them. Later he paints them to give 
the appearance of the natural bird's 
eyes. He usually makes a large number 
at a time so that he has them handy 
when needed. 

The bird is then compiete and ready 
for the paint job. For this Schultz uses 
all-rubber paints. In his initial experi- 
menting, he discovered that the all- 
rubber paint by itself produced a lustre. 
When the birds were painted with it, 
they gave off a bright sheen. When 
placed in the field, they reflected a 
light that was not natural to wild birds. 
Hence, as the live birds flew over, they 
recognized the difference, and shied 
away instead of coming down for a 
landing. 

Finally Schultz managed to give the 
decoys a dull finish that is found in 
the Canadas and the mallards. As rubber 
paints are very limited in their range 
of color, he gets the needed hues by 
adding tube colors. For instance, there 
is no brown or green in the all-rubber 
paints. And to get the purplish-blue-

A Virginia woman restores as nearly perfectly as possible the 


designs which originally enhanced the attractiveness of 


the famous nineteenth century Hitchcock chairs.

Of Classic 


FTEN MRS. Margaret Sage of Char- 

lottesville, Virginia, will have as 
many as half a dozen Hitchcock chairs 
in her workshop—chairs which have 
been brought to her to restore to their 
original beauty. 

Sometimes such a chair has been 
treasured in a family for over a hundred 
years and through use has come to need 
attention. More often, a genuine Hitch-

cock has been recognized at an auction 
or in someone's attic or garage. 

Lambert Hitchcock made these chairs 
in his factory in Riverton, Connecticut, 
from 1826 to 1840. They are among the 
most famous pieces of furniture in 
American history, and Hitchcock was 
known as America’s greatest chairmaker 
in the 1830's. 

About 200,000 of these sound and

hairs 


handsome chairs were produced by 
Hitchcock. These chairs were made to 
be decorated. Most of them had rush 
seats and were made in twenty parts. 
Several basic designs were used. The 
most typical chairs were straight chairs 
of the size we use around our dining 
room tables today. They sometimes had 
arms. 

The earliest and finest Hitchcocks 
were made and decorated by master 
craftsmen who signed their work. Some 
of these chairs were grained to look like 
some other wood than that of which 
they were actually made. For instance a 
chair of maple might be grained to re- 
semble rosewood or mahogany. 

After this graining, which was done 
with remarkable skill, designs were ap- 
plied free-hand in gold leaf, or more 
frequently with stencil in gold or 
bronze powders. Stencils were done on 
a black ground. The finest and earliest 
chairs of this type were done in multi- 
ple stencil, which gave depth to the 
design and is one of the surest indica- 
tions of a “good chair.” 

After Lambert Hitchcock's death, 
cheap imitations of his chairs were 
made both in his factory and in other 
parts of the country. 


<< RESTORE the design on a fine 
original Hitchcock is one of Mrs. 
Sage’s delights. She charges from $8 to 
$15 per chair. Not all the chairs that 
come to her are original, nor are all 
Hitchcocks. But she accepts all chairs 
which require this type of decoration. 
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New customers learn about Mrs. 
Sage’s work from old customers and 
from friends. Her work is very well 
known in Charlottesville and Albemarle 
County. Mrs. Sage teaches music in a 
school, plays the organ in a church and 
another of her hobbies, that of painting 
and stencilling trays and canisters, calls 
her work to the attention of a larger 
number of people. Late afternoons and 
evenings are her hobby hours and she 
has all the work she can do. 

Before undertaking to restore the 
design on a chair, Mrs. Sage requires it 
to be in good condition, with its rush 
seat restored. Often the designs have 
been covered by several layers of paint. 
Not realizing the value of their Hitch- 
cock, owners would often “freshen up” 
the whole chair with paint. 

With many chairs, Mrs. Sage has to 
hunt for the design under several layers 
of paint. 

“With a penknife,” she explains, “I 
scrape part of the back panel to see 
what was originally there. Next, if a 
design exists, I go over the whole chair 
with a solvent, made up of equal parts 
of turpentine, acetone and alcohol to 
remove the paint and dirt of years and 
to bring out as much of the design as 
possible. I keep a pan of water close by 
to arrest too great chemical action.” 

Usually the original pattern is easily 
distinguished. But occasionally only the 
faintest trace of it remains; then like an 
archaeologist with fragments of a mon- 
ument, Mrs. Sage must determine what 
the pattern most likely was. 

She has made a study of these old 
designs over many years. She never 
misses a chance of studying an old 
Hitchcock and often copies the pattern. 
Of the books on design of that period 
Mrs. Sage particularly likes “Early Amer- 
ican Decoration,’ by Esther Stevens 
Blazer. 


N” ONLY are certain designs, such 
as cornucopia with fruit, very 
characteristic of the period, but the 
“striping” of the chair is also character- 
istic. Striping is the fine hair-like lines 
which follow the chair's contours. 

These were usually done in dull yel- 
low paint instead of the gold or bronze, 
probably because the yellow paint was 
less expensive. Also the panels of the 
chairs were sometimes outlined with 
wide bands of gold or bronze and the 
legs and posts were also done in the 
same manner. 

Sometimes gold-leaf designs were ap- 
plied free hand to those chairs which

were grained to resemble particular 
woods but the most typical Hitchcocks 
were black panelled chairs done in mul- 
tiple stencil. In her restorations, Mrs. 
Sage always uses the same method used 
by the early decorators. 

When doing a multiple stencil, she 
first makes a tracing of the whole de- 
sign, using a tracing paper called “Super 
See,” which comes in graded thick- 
nesses. If some of the design is missing 
on the back of the chair, Mrs. Sage must 
fill it in. 

“Then,” she explains, “I work out the 
design on a practice sheet which I make 
as much like the back of the chair as I 
can, in size, shape, color, etc. For a 
black panelled chair, I make a black 
background, using Hazenkote paper, or 
any heavy paper with several coats of 
flat black paint on it. This is cut to 
correspond exactly to the panels of the 
chair.” 


RS. SAGE uses architect's linen to 

make the stencils. She achieves a 
feeling of depth in the design by mak- 
ing many stencils for it so that some 
parts can be high-lighted and other 
parts done in softer, duller tones. She 
separate stencil that she 
makes a unit of the whole. 

For instance, a peach might have two 
units made for it, one cut for the high- 
lighted front and another for the far 
side, where gold or bronze powder will 


be applied in a softer tone. She often 
cuts ten to fifteen units for the design 
on the back of one chair. 

For some designs genuine gold leaf 
is used. This comes in booklets with the 
sheets of gold leaf separated from one 
another by sheets of paper. Before gold 
leaf is applied, the design must be 
blocked in on the chair with gold leaf 
sizing, to which some color has been 
added. Mrs. Sage usually adds yellow 
but other people who do this work 
sometimes use black paint in the sizing. 

When this sizing is nearly dry, but 
still tacky, the gold leaf is applied free 
hand. The rest of the design is usually 
stencilled in with bronze or gold pow- 
der. The term “bronze” is the name 
used commercially for all of these pow- 
ders used for stencil designs. The light, 
bright shades are made of gold. Green 
shades, copper shades are made of 
bronze. The powders also come in sil- 
ver, aluminum and mixtures of metals. 
They are sold at stores specializing in 
artist's supplies and at some paint shops. 
They come in plastic bottles or in pack- 
aged form.

M* HOBBY is pleasant, profitable— 
and romantic!

coat of arms. It was a lovely thing, and 
I asked for a chance to copy it for my- 
self. This effort was so successful that 
others in the family wanted copies too, 
and I made about fifteen. 

Since that time I have branched out 
and have made copies of coats of arms 
for many people in my home town, 
Cedartown, Georgia, and other places 
as well. Because I have only a limited 
amount of time for this hobby I've made 
little effort to seek customers. My best 
advertisements have been the coats of 
arms themselves. Time and again a 
customer has come to me because he 
had admired some of my work at a 
friend's home and wanted one for him- 
self. Such customers often return for 
still another copy for Aunt Jane or 
Cousin Joe, saying this solves the prob- 
lem of gifts for the relative who “has 
everything.” I made four copies for one 
woman and have made three for an- 
other. 

An elderly friend steered many orders 
my way. She was a sort of unofficial 
historian of the older families, the per- 
son everyone turned to when they were 
trying to trace a family tree, or settle 
some question of kinship. This put her 
in contact with the very people who 
would be interested in my work. 

I have also made arrangements with 
the local library to display some of my 
work on their bulletin board with a 
card stating; “Let Me Copy Your Family 
Coat of Arms—Price Five Dollars Each,” 
and giving my address and telephone 
number. The library was glad to do 
this as they receive many requests for 
information and reading material on 
heraldry and coats of arms. 


Ss BEGIN, of course, you must have 
a coat of arms to copy. Perhaps there 
is one in your family you could borrow. 
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Arms 


Make some copies for gifts, and let 
people see what you can do. 

If no such copy is available, search 
among your friends. Or resort to books 
on the subject. “The Romance of Her- 
aldry,” by C. W. Scott-Giles, has many 
illustrations and some helpful informa- 
tion. The “World Book Encyclopedia” 
gives several examples of coats of arms 
and diagrams, explaining the terms of 
heraldry as they are used in describing 
coats of arms, as well as the history of 
this entertaining subject under the topic, 
“Heraldry.” Your local librarian may be 
able to suggest others. 

Don’t be surprised if your first effort 
isn't too good—neither was mine. Like 
any other craft this one takes some 
practice. When you get the hang of it 
you can begin to advertise for work. 

This means, first of all, getting your 
work where the public can see it. Try 
arranging for a display at a library, as 
I did, or in an art and craft store, or 
bookshop, or any other public place you 
can think of where your work will be 
noticed and commented upon. Your 
friends unconsciously make good pub- 
licity agents too, so be sure to get them 
interested in and talking about your new 
hobby. Put a notice on the community 
bulletin board. Advertise, if you have a 
little money to get started, in your local 
newspaper and those in nearby towns, 
in hobby magazines such as this one, etc. 


OW FOR the “how-to-do-it” details. 
First of all you'll need the fol- 
lowing materials; 

1. Illustration board. 

I have used several different sizes of 
illustration boards, ranging from twelve 
by fifteen inches to fifteen by twenty 
inches. This doesn’t matter, as the cus- 
tomer can have the picture trimmed to 
the size he likes when it is framed. The 
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PATRICIA LEE DAVIS completes a copy of a coat of arms. Without previous 
training she began making the copies and soon was selling them for $5 each. 


THIS SHIELD with the rampant (standing) lion on it is an imaginary version 

included to show the use of the color chart shown on the next page. The lion 

is dotted, which the chart shows to be the symbol used to indicate gold. Simi- 

larly, his tongue is shown to be red, the area behind him is blue and silver, the 

margin of the shield is red with a cee: rim. The lion is frequently seen on coats 
of arms. 

















design normally runs about eight by 
nine inches, a little longer than it is 
wide when motto and family name are 
included. Use a “medium” surface board 
that will take both tempera and pen and 
ink. A smooth hard surface finish takes 
tempera poorly, and too rough a sur- 
face of course makes it impossible to 
do a good job on lettering and out- 
lining. 

2. Two water color brushes—a num- 
ber one and a number five. The large 
brush is for background work, the 
smaller for details. 

3. Tempera colors. 

The main purpose of armory is to 
present simple patches of vivid color in 
such a manner that they can be recog- 
nized at a great distance. The principal 
colors and metals used are seven; red, 
blue, green, purple, black, gold and sil- 
ver. They are usually spoken of by their 
French heraldic names, as “gules” (red) 
and “or” (gold). You'll find the com- 
plete list on the chart accompanying 
this article. Since the earliest designs 
were engraved on the shields of knights, 
the metals gold and silver were often 
used and these colors are still referred 
to as metals. Gold and silver tempera 
and crayons are available. 

4. Black drawing ink and pen staff 
and points. 

I can’t give you much help on select- 
ing pen points, you'll just have to ex- 
periment and see what fits your needs. 
You might begin with a No. 170 Gil- 
lott. 

5. Carbon, tracing paper, art gum, 
pencils, (one 4H and one 2B). 

None of these supplies are expensive 
or hard to obtain. I use tempera rather 
than oils, because they are so much less 
expensive and keep my prices down. I 
charge $5 per copy and believe the low 
price is one of the main reasons I have 
sO many orders. 


ERE’S HOW to start. If the finished 
product is to be the same size as 
the original, trace a copy of the design. 
If you are good at freehand drawing 
you will be able to increase and de- 
crease the size as your customer wishes. 
The most important thing is accuracy 
in copying down to the smallest detail. 
The science of armorial bearings is a 
field for an expert, and if, like me, you 
are not an expert, the only way to make 
an authentic copy is to be very careful 
to copy your original exactly. 
Use a sheet of carbon under the 
tracing to transfer the design to your 
illustration board. Tracing paper and

carton can be taped down lightly with 
Cellophane tape to prevent slipping. Be 
careful to center the design, but leave 
the widest margin at the bottom. 

Use the hard pencil, 4H, to make a 
clearcut tracing, but don’t bear down 
too heavily as this will cut into your 
paper. A faint tracing is better than a 
dark one—it is easier to cover up with 
color and less apt to smear. Do not 
trace the family name (usually done in 
Old English letters) or the motto until 
you have done the color work. This, too, 
is to avoid smearing. If there are small 
intricate devices on the shield it is 
sometimes best to trace them after you 
have colored the shield. This makes it 
much easier to put on a background 
coat of color smoothly. 


AVING COMPLETED your tracing 

you are ready to begin applying 
color. Begin in the center of the design 
and work outward. Learn to apply color 
evenly and smoothly—this will take 
practice. Work quickly, to keep the 
tempera from drying before you have 
finished, as you cannot join fresh color 
to dry without leaving an ugly dividing 
line. 

Pen and black drawing ink are used 
to outline and fill in details, shadow 
lines, lettering, etc., after the tempera 
is dry. Ink flows more freely on a 
tempera background than on plain illus- 
tration board, so go lightly there. Let 
the ink-work dry overnight if possible 
before using art gum to clean the draw- 
ing or carbon smudges. This ink is 
rather slow drying and it takes an iron 
will not to fling a fit when an other- 
wise perfect painting gets smeared! (I 
haven’t an iron will! ) 

I cover my finished coat of arms with 
a sheet of waxed paper taped to the 
back to protect it until the customer has 
it framed. 

According to “The Romance of Her- 
aldry” by Scott-Giles, in the seventeenth 
century a system of using black and 
white designs (horizontal lines, verti- 
cal lines, dots, etc.,) to indicate color 
was introduced, and is widely used. This 
is a very useful thing to know, as you 
may be asked to copy in color a coat of 
arms so drawn. You can also use this 
system to indicate colors on your trac- 
ing of the design, and file this color- 
keyed tracing against future orders by 
the same family. You will find a chart 
explaining this system with this article. 

Give it a try—I’m sure you'll find 
coats of arms romantic and profitable 
too!

ow To Make Your Own 
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FIGURE I. 


esate BY not finding binders to 

keep my many years’ accumulation of 
PROFITABLE HOBBIES I decided to make 
my own. 


Pressboard, found in a_ stationery 
store, was the answer for a satisfactory 
material to make the front and back 
pieces for a binder. In a medium or 
heavy weight it is firm enough to offer 
protection for the magazines, stand up 
under wear, and yet light enough to be 
cut and handled easily. From a piece of 
pressboard twenty-four by thirty-six 
inches three binders can be cut. The 
clerk in the stationery store, at no extra 
charge, cut this to size for me on a reg- 
ular paper cutter — insuring straight 
clean cut edges. 


I chose adhesive tape for the hinges 
and re-enforcing on my project because 
it is flexible, strong and inexpensive. 
Regular linen tape such as used in book 
binding or repair could be used also, but 
it is more expensive. 


Since I wanted to be able to use my 
magazines at times in my handcraft 
work with a youth group, I needed to be 
able to remove the magazines from the 
binder easily. Therefore, I could not 
use a permanent binding such as stitch- 
ing—nor would binder’s posts be very 
handy to use. After experimenting I 
developed the idea of using a firm strong 
string such as number five perle cotton, 
which is found in any store that stocks 
crochet threads, to tie the magazines se- 
curely in place in the binder. 


PROFITABLE HOBBIES 











8 a SHEET of twenty-four-by-thirty- 
six-inch pressboard, a roll of two- 
inch adhesive tape, a good glue, a few 
yards of the perle cotton or other firm 
string will make three binders. These 
will take care of thirty-six issues of 
PROFITABLE HOBBIES and cost you 
about $1. 


After I had the pressboard cut to size 
according to Figure 1, there were six 
pieces 812 by 11% inches, three pieces 
114 by 11% inches. There were three 
waste pieces 544 by 11% inches and 
one waste piece 11 by 24 inches. These 
you can discard or save for some other 
home project. 


obs MAKE your first binder proceed as 
follows: 


1. Cut the string into twelve pieces 
each one yard long. 


2. Punch twelve holes with a heavy 
darning needle 14 inch from each end 
of center strip C. 

3. Thread the string through the 
holes so that both ends of each string 
extend from the same side of C an even 
length as in Figure 2. 





4. Pull the strings 

tight and tie C with 

1 I them to an old cata- 
logue (or bundle of 

magazines) so they 
may be glued tightly 
to C (Photograph 1).

First be sure to slip 

a piece of wax paper

| logue and C so any

5. After glue has been spread over 
the strings cover with wax paper and 
put a weight on it to hold it all flat and 
in place. Dry thoroughly. 

6. After the glue has dried (twenty- 
four hours or more depending on the 
glue you use), attach A and B to C with 
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the two-inch wide adhesive tape as fol- 
lows: 


a. Hold A and C insides together 
(that is with the glued strings be- 
tween them). Carefully center an 
11)4-inch strip of tape and press 
flat on both pieces. This makes 
a hinge on one side of the binder. 


b. Hold B and C the same way and 
tape for the second hinge. 


c. Open up flat on a table having the 
outside of the binder with the two 
pieces of tape towards the table. 
There will be about ¥@ inch be- 
tween A and C and C and B. This 
is important so it will hinge and 
fold easily when in use (Photo- 
graph 2).

d. Tear three six-inch pieces of tape. 
Place one parallel to the top edge 
in the center of the binder across 
A, C and B. Place the second 
piece parallel to the bottom edge 
and the third piece in the center 
(Photograph 3).

e. Tear a piece of tape 11% inches 
long and place down the center of 


the binder covering C and the 4%- 
inch hinges (Photograph 3). 


7. At this point if you desire to shel- 
lac the inside and outside of the binder 
for added protection and gloss you may 
do so. You may prefer to use colored 
enamel if you do not care for the red- 
dish brown color of the pressboard and 
the white tape. Let it dry thoroughly. 


8. Tie in the magazines with the 
strings through the center of each maga- 
zine (Photograph 4). I found that they 
went in easier if I tied the first six issues 
starting from the front then reversed 
and starting with the December issue 
tied in the remaining magazines.

9. Letter the words PROFITABLE HOB- 
BIES and the year on the center back 
with India ink (Photograph 5).

When bound together in this way 
twelve issues of PROFITABLE HOBBIES 
are easy to hold and read, as they open 
flat readily. When one issue is needed 
for more intensive study or use it is 
quickly removed by simply untying the 
string that holds it in place. It is a 
simple matter to replace it again.

In one eve- 
ning she completes a beautiful 
angora collar that sells on sight 
to friends and neighbors in 
Bloomfield, New Jersey. The 
most popular collar is made in 
white with a gold or silver 
edging crocheted in the shell 
stitch. A drop pearl is sewn on at each shell and a pearl 
button and loop made from the edging thread hold the 
collar together. This type sells for $3 and can be made 
in any color desired. Pastel shades make attractive collars. 
Another good seller is a black angora collar trimmed 
with silver thread. This sells for $2 as it is without pearls. 
The collars are all knitted and the amount of stitches 
depends on the size collar desired. They are made with 
rounded edges. Sequins may also be used to decorate the 
collars, which are very attractive on sweaters, blouses and 
plain dresses. My mother has made over 100 collars and 
although she only likes to knit for pleasure, has turned her 
hobby into a profitable spare time job.

Cutout Lamps For Children 

ata ONLY a jig saw and simple hand tools, I make cut- 

out lamps, using cute dogs and cats as my patterns. To 
make my “different” children’s lamps, I first make the 
center upright, using 134-inch square stock, cut eight inches 
long. This piece is drilled lengthwise to take the lamp cord. 
I then cut out on my jigsaw two side pieces from 4-inch 
thick plywood. The two pieces are tacked together and are 
both cut out at the same time to insure that they will both 
be exactly alike. For patterns, I use both cats and dogs in 
cute poses but almost any animal could be used equally well. 
After careful sanding, the sides are painted and secured to 
the upright piece from opposite sides, using glue and brads. 
The lamps are fitted with attractive lamp shades obtainable 
from variety stores. I choose 
shades showing animals or 
other children’s interests. I offer 
the finished lamps for sale in 
local gift shops for $2.98 each. 
The gift shop collects twenty per 
cent consignment profitand ma- 
terial costs me about $1.

School For Sitters 

I TEACH young girls how to be competent baby sitters. I 

got the idea when I experienced difficulty in getting a 
girl that I could trust to look after my own daughter. One 
day, while discussing the matter with another mother, the 
idea came to us that it should be possible to train local high 
school girls to become satisfactory sitters.

— WAS when good music repro- 
duction—high fidelity for the long 
hairs—belonged to the dedicated few. 
No longer! According to recent reports, 
some 1,000,000 Americans have trans- 
formed themselves into “audio-bugs” 
(just one of the many odd names given 
to those whose hobby is high fidelity). 

For one such hobbyist, Bruno Kaiser 
of Akron, Ohio, hi-fi means not only 
hours of listening pleasure for himself 
and his family but a profitable spare 
time activity as well. 

Kaiser, by profession an _ electrical 
engineer for Goodyear Aircraft Corp., 
took advantage of the current public 
interest in high fidelity music systems 
and developed an audio-advisory serv- 
ice. He acts as sound specialist for

clients who wish to have a hi-fi system 
in their homes but who know little or 
nothing about electrical components, 
technical aspects of sound systems, etc. 

For a percentage of the cost of the 
whole system, Kaiser meets with his 
client several times to determine the 
kind of set desired and to fit the per- 
son’s wants in sound equipment into 
his particular budget. Then Kaiser 
orders and installs the components, and 
services the system until all the in- 
evitable little difficulties are ironed out. 

“Most people who are interested in 
owning a hi-fi rig have good music 
reproduction as their motive,’ says 
Kaiser. “But many times they don't 
know much about the technical aspects 
of such a system and without some kind

of advice, get into trouble. I learned 
the hard way, myself, so I figured other 
people might want to benefit from my 
experience.” 


Tignes TO explain the highly 
complex ins and outs of the con- 
cept of high fidelity isn’t an easy job 
but for those who are completely in the 
dark about what hi-fi is and does, Mr. 
Kaiser offers an over-simplified defini- 
tion: 

“A high fidelity sound system is a 
group of components or parts—record 
changer to spin the discs, amplifier to 
intensify the recorded sound, speaker 
to broadcast the sound waves, enclosure 
or cabinet to house the equipment and 
finally the radio tuner or receiver for 
program selection—chosen on the basis 
of technical excellence to reproduce 
recorded, taped or broadcasted sound 
with the highest possible fidelity or 
faithfulness to the original.” 


Kaiser began his hi-fi hobby one day 
when he decided to shop around for a 
new radio. “I was pretty disgusted with 
the performance of the common all-in- 
one radio set I owned,” he recalls. 
“Much of the richness of sound I heard 
and enjoyed in the concert hall was 
lost when I heard it broadcast over 
the air. So I began to wonder why. This 
curiosity led me into a world of ‘hi-fi- 
natics’ and now I’m a confirmed audio- 
phile myself!” 


"Orca SPEAKING, people in- 
terested in hi-fi fall into two cate- 
gories. First, there is the man who is 
primarily concerned with the music. 
And then there is the man who is a 
fan because he likes to twirl knobs and 
play with gadgets. Kaiser admits to 
being a combination of the two. As he 
puts it:

“Actually my interest in sound sys- 
tems was a natural outgrowth of my love 
of music and my professional training 
as an electrical engineer. One doesn’t 
need an engineering degree however to 
become fairly expert in hi-fi systems. 
It takes a lot of time and some money, 
but anyone interested enough to 
familiarize himself with the advantages 
and performance possibilities of the 
various components on the market could 
probably offer for sale the same kind 
of advice I specialize in.” 


The first system Kaiser planned and 
installed was, of course, one for him- 
self. The components included a twelve- 
inch Altec-Lansing speaker, a Garrard 
record changer, a Craftsman AM-FM 
tuner and a Heathkit amplifier which 
he assembled himself. 

“Setting up this system gave me a lot 
of good experience,” he recalls. “We 
were living in a very small apartment 
at the time, and this was a definite 
factor in the kind of equipment I 
chose. At first I didn’t even have cabi- 
nets to house the record player, tuner 
and amplifier. They stood on a coffee 
table right out in the open. I designed 
the speaker enclosure myself and a 
friend built it for me.” 

With the money he earned from in- 
stalling other systems, Kaiser is in the 
process of enlarging and improving his 
present rig. He plans on having a 
Browning tuner, a McIntosh preampli- 
fier, a Rek-O-Kut turntable and Bozak 
speakers. 


F ALL the systems he has installed, 

Kaiser is proudest of the one in 
the Public Library in the village of 
Hudson, Ohio. “Maybe you can’t see 
anything special in having hi-fi in a 
public library, but I think it is a big 
step forward in offering good music to 
everyone,” he asserts. “The signs in the 
library used to read ‘Quiet, Please!’ 
Now they say ‘Shh, Listen!’ and the 
sounds are worth hearing!” 

The library board first heard of 
Kaiser’s work through a cabinet maker 
and interior decorator who planned the 
furnishings for a new music room the 
library had added. The board repre- 
sentative met with audio-advisor Kaiser 
and was soon convinced hi-fi was just 
the thing for Hudson. 

The new music room, soon to become 
the “village Symphony Hall,” is a music 
lover’s dream. A wall-mounted cup- 
board provides six feet of storage space 
for the library’s rapidly expanding

record collection. Canvas chairs with 
arm rests for comfortable listening pos- 
ture effectively deaden any echoes. 
These chairs fold up and may be stored 
in cabinets made specifically for this 
purpose. Indirect lighting under a ceil- 
ing of acoustic tile is gentle and sub- 
dued, making concentration on and en- 
joyment of the music primary. 

Birch and walnut cabinets at one 
end of the room house the record play- 
ing equipment. The sound system in- 
cludes a British Garrard turntable, a 
General Electric diamond and sapphire 
dual stylus, a four knob Heathkit am- 
plifier and an imported Wharfedale 
loud speaker in a bass reflex type en- 
closure. 

The Hudson villagers make good use 
of their hi-fi system. There are regularly 
scheduled record concerts as well as free 
classes in music appreciation. It has be- 
come a community project and points 
the way for other libraries who want 
to modernize their music departments. 


“This relatively inexpensive system 
for Hudson was purposely small,” 
Kaiser explains. “It was designed to fit 
the needs and the necessarily limited 
music budget of the library. The cost 
of an adequate high fidelity sound sys- 
tem need not be prohibitive. For 
moderation can be a sound precept in 
audio systems as well as in other 
things!” 


Se PROVE his point, Kaiser showed 
what might be called three basic 
plans for anyone wanting to have his 
own hi-fi rig or what could be used as 
a basic scale of expenditures for one 
advising others in their sound equip- 
ment purchases. In each he suggests 
what other experts agree are the best 
buys for the money allotted. 

Plan I is the lowest priced. It can 
be obtained for about $200. He recom- 
mends a Heathkit amplifier, a Wharfe- 
dale speaker, a Garrard or a Webcor 
changer with a GE needle and a Heath- 
kit tuner. Plan II, the medium priced 
set, runs to about $350 or $400 and is 
composed of a Heathkit amplifier, an 
Altec-Lansing or Tannoy speaker, a 
Rek-O-Kut turntable with a Weathers 
arm and GE cartridge. The third plan 
(costing $500 and up) could have a 
McIntosh preamplifier, a Bozak speak- 
er, a Rek-O-Kut turntable and a Brown- 
ing tuner. None of these figures in- 
clude the cost of speaker enclosures, 
which may be simple or costly accord- 
ing to the type of home the system 
is installed in. Of course, these are 
merely general outlines of possible 
combinations in three price fields. What 
Kaiser sells are custom planned, indi- 
vidually determined systems to suit the 
personality and purse of his client. 

Another installation he found in- 
teresting was done for Mr. and Mrs.

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Tops in Rag Rugs 
Nelle Portrey Davis 


H’*” LOOMED rag rugs can be found 
everywhere. They are of every 
type and quality, and at every price. 
But not many are like those which the 
Olivers, mother and son of Trentwood, 
Washington, make. 

When they told me of their favorite 
weaves, it was like hearing my grand- 
mother and her friends talk over the 
weaving they had done in their youth, 
back when I was a small girl. “Snow- 
flake pattern.” “Crow’s foot weave.” 
“Twisted border.” “Herringbone weave.” 
Almost forgotten terms, as the weaving 
that was done seventy-five years ago is 
an almost forgotten art. 

Every rag rug enthusiast knows good 
rugs can be purchased; the type that 








is sturdy, smooth, harmonious in color, 
heavy enough to lie well, and with 
selvages straight and true—for a price. 
But it is almost impossible to purchase, 
for any price, those rare old weaves 
that show real craftsmanship and pride 
of accomplishment. I think that is the 
main reason for the Olivers’ success in 
their weaving venture. They are more 
interested in the art than they are in 
the money. As a consequence, they take 
care of the craft, and the craft takes 
care of the money. They turn out as 
good rag rugs as can be found, and they 
add to their utility the desirable features 
of quaint and charming weaves. 


IVE YEARS ago young Leonard 
Oliver, a victim of paralysis, began 
to look about for a vocation that would 
not be too strenuous, would in fact be 
proper exercise for weakened muscles,

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would provide an outlet for his artistic 
and creative abilities, and yet would 
allow him to remain at home, and would 
not take too large an outlay of cash. 
He decided on weaving, and ordered a 
good, four-harness loom. 


Naturally, a handbook of instructions 
came with the loom, and Oliver at once 
set about mastering everything it had 
to teach. He had chosen a far from 
inexpensive piece of equipment, and in- 
tended to get the most possible good 
from it. 

It was soon apparent that the young 
man’s attention to detail, his patience 
and willingness to learn, his good eye 
for color, and his deep interest in his 
work were going to pay off. 


Before long his mother, Mrs. Bea 
Oliver, acknowledged that the appetite 
she had always had for a project of this 
sort was being whetted. Only one pair 
of hands are needed on a loom, and 
since Mrs. Oliver found it increasingly 
difficult either to keep her hands off 
her son’s weaving, or to persuade him 
to let her take over, it seemed no 
satisfactory solution could be found, ex- 
cept to order a duplicate loom; and that 
was done. 


HE OLIVER home is set back a little 
distance from the highway. But on 
their property, and directly on the high- 
way, is a little, low-roofed two-room 
building that had been rented as a 
dwelling. The Olivers decided this 
would be more valuable as a weaving 
shop, with a room for each loom. Soon 
there was a double clackety-clack as 
the two looms pounded away in unison. 
And as skill and demand increased, the 
rugs were turned out faster and faster. 
A three-by-six foot sign—Rug Weav- 
ing—in front of the house stopped many 
a passerby, for the road is a well traveled 
one. First an accumulation of worn 
garments and blankets were woven. 
Then friends, neighbors, acquaintances, 
and finally comparative strangers began 
sending in boxes of worn clothing and 
bedding they did not have time to pre- 
pare for weaving. The Olivers will let 
you prepare your own rags for weaving; 
or you may bring the materials and they 
will prepare the rags, and do the weav- 
ing, too. I found they have but one 
objection to doing custom weaving, or 
letting the customer prepare the rags. 
This objection is that some customers 
do not understand the proper prepara- 
tion of rags, and rough, bumpy work 
may result. And to craftsmen who pride 
themselves on their work, as do this 
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mother and son, work that is less than 
perfect is a failure. 

Advertisements were run in Spokane’s 
daily newspapers and as soon as the 
work was well started each satisfied 
customer started telling others. 

Boxes of clean rags piled along one 
side of Mrs. Oliver’s room testify that 
they will not soon run out of work. 
And there is work to suit every mood. 
If they agree to spend a “lazy day,” 
rocking chairs can be pulled up beside 
the old wood burning range, and the 
rags canbe sorted, ripped apart, cut and 
sewed, and wound into balls for weav- 
ing. 

If one is feeling creative, or if the 
weaving itself has given one or both 
the partners an inspiration for a new 
weave or design, pencils and pads are 
handy for the marking off of such pat- 
terns. Such comparatively easy jobs help 
to keep the pair in the energetic mood 
required for the actual weaving, with 
the looms threaded in colorful warp, 
and the shuttles flying as the bright 
strips cross and re-cross. 

Incidentally, no stinginess is shown 
in the use of that warp. An excellent 
quality is used, and it is not used spar- 
ingly. We have all seen rugs with the 
warp so far apart there was danger of 
catching one’s toes in the resulting open 
spaces. When I put the first rug the 
Olivers had woven for me on the floor, 
I was curious as to just what made it 
stay so firmly on the floor; there was 
none of that annoying kicking up or 
wrinkling that. is so common in hand 
loomed rugs. I counted the warp, and 
had the answer: better than twelve 
warp threads per inch! 


HEN I interviewed the Olivers I 

noticed no mention was made of 
financial aspects, or of monetary re- 
turns. Not until I asked direct, was 
anything said of prices charged. While 
they do make a fair return on the time 
invested, one recognizes at once, the fact 
that pride in their work comes first. 

If the rags are already torn and 
sewed, the charge for rugs up to twenty- 
seven inches is $1.40 per yard. The 
price runs on up to $1.65, for thirty- 
six-inch rugs. 

The finished rugs vary as much as 
textures, weaves and colors of fabrics. 
Nylon hose make soft, spongy, very 
attractive scatter rugs. These are left 
in the original coloring, with the warp 
furnishing contrast. Most people fail to 
realize how much the tone of the 
finished rug depends on the warp. The 
deep, rich tones the Olivers choose do

much to add depth of coloring to the 
finished rugs. 

Denim jeans make a sturdy rug, and 
when brightened by the colorful warp, 
are most attractive. Woolen garments 
work up beautifully, and make richly 
textured rugs particularly suitable to use 
in front of a fireplace. More of the 
rugs are made of colorful cotton prints 
than anything else. Some commercial 
rug yarn has been used, but it was soon 
evident, that customers prefer the rags 
for rug making. One novel rug that was 
on hand when I visited the place was 
made of discarded holiday ribbon. It 
was bright and pretty enough for a table 
cover. 

I asked Leonard Oliver what he 
thought of dyed carpet rags. “They al- 
ways /ook dyed,” he complained. “They 
are too harsh in color, and I think 
they are much less attractive than the 
prints naturally faded and softened by 
washing.” 

Since talking to the rug weavers, I 
have been experimenting with some old 
recipes for natural dyes found in my 
grandmother's scrap book. Rags dyed 
in hemlock bark solution, a liquid made 
from boiling redwood chips, or from the 
skin of onions, should be quite as 
‘’uthentically old-fashioned as “Snow- 
flake pattern” rag rugs themselves. 
While softened tones thus obtained are 
in keeping with the spirit of the old 
art of rug making, we modern house- 


wives are apt to find the work too in- 
volved. 


UGS ARE by no means the only 

product of the Olivers’ looms. 
Davenport and lounge covers, pillow 
tops, shopping bags, knitting bags and 
table covers were among the finished 
pieces I saw piled on the table in the 
front room of the weaving shop. This 
work was done in various types of rug 
yarn. 

The Olivers hope someday to have 
an attractive gift shop in conjunction 
with the weaving shop. And someday 
an attractive studio may replace the 
little low-roofed shop that now houses 
the work. But all the fancy trappings 
the Olivers may ever add to their project 
cannot improve the quality of. their 
“rag rugs like Grandma used to make,” 
which are the finest I have ever seen. 


Souvenir Miniatures 


Frances Bostwick 


HAD collected dried wood, bits of 
rocks, shells, seed pods in different 
sections of the western states, and 
wanted to keep them as mementoes of 
a delightful vacation. So I conceived 
the idea of making what I called “what- 
nots” and I’m still making them—to sell. 
The assortment (junk my traveling 
companion called it) resembled a pack 
rat’s nest, yet the treasured materials cost

nothing except time and the effort and 
required little space to transport. 

A year and a half passed before I 
was able to assemble the materials, but 
fortunately I could work anywhere since 
‘the only tools needed were a pair of 
small tweezers, scissors, a package of 
modelling clay (used for flower arrange- 
ments), a tube of transparent glue and 
a set of plastic caster cups in different 
sizes both square and round. 


A PIECE of juniper wood found near 
Bend, Oregon, was used to make 
the first what not shown in Photograph 
1. This piece, which I call “The Bat,” 
fantastic in shape also had a delightful 
texture; a rich red color with a light 
streak winding through the center like 
molasses taffy. 

First the wood was thoroughly 
cleansed of dirt and bark with fine 
steel wool, then polished by hand. The 
surface of a two-inch caster cup was 
covered with the transparent glue. A 
small ball of modelling clay held the 
wood upright and securely fastened 
when pressed down into the wet glue. 
This was the procedure in making all 
of the whatnots. A piece of rock from 
the lava beds (also near Bend) was 
used at the base of the wood to conceal 
the clay and add interest to the arrange- 
ment. 

A piece of redwood in the shape of 
a dancing elephant made the backdrop 
of an oriental garden (Photograph 1). 
Beautifully carved by nature, this small 
piece of wood was one of the treasures 
found near our camp site off the Red- 
wood highway in northern California. 
The wood needed no polishing and was 
simply mounted and glued to the caster 
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“Thunder Clouds.” 


cup. Tufts of ming moss from the 
High Sierras (painted green with ordi- 
nary house paint) made the gnarled 
trees and shrubs flanking the curved 
petal of a deodar cone and provided a 
pleasing background for the oriental 
figurine in pink robe (from Chinatown, 
San Francisco). A yellow pebble from 
the beach at old Monterey repeated the 
color of the fan in the man’s hand 
and added eye appeal. 


In this the exposed surface of clay 
was coated with glue, then sprinkled 
with green sand. The surplus was blown 
off. While still wet, tiny buds of dried 
star flowers in yellow and pink were 
tucked in around the edges and at the 
base of wood on the backside of the 
caster cup. 

“Sad Eye” (Photograph 1) was made 
from a piece of cypress picked up at 
Hermit’s Rest in the Grand Canyon, 
Arizona. It was chosen for line, inter- 
esting texture as well as color. The wood 
was thoroughly cleansed and smoothed 
down with coarse sandpaper. A coat 
of white shellac was appplied, then the 
surface rubbed smooth with rotten stone. 
A drop of glue held the dog in an 
upside down position in modelling clay 
on the two-inch square base. 

Chunks of blue green ore found at 
Jerome, Arizona, were used as props to 
balance Sad Eye and were truly lovely 
against the gray green tones of the 
wood. 


H* SMUG smile and flowing blond 
mane facing the sun, the rich 
brown body buried underneath the hot 
white sands, “Laughing Lion” (Photo- 
graph 1) had been among my treasurers 
for years. I found the wood in a wash

in White Water Canyon on the Colorado 
Desert. 

A tuft of natural ming moss repeated 
the color of the head and hid the clay 
which held the piece of wood securely 
to the two-inch square caster cup. A 
clear glass marble like a crystal bail 
was glued in front of the driftwood 
for interest and contrast in texture. 

Bleached white like billowy summer 
clouds, the piece of sycamore used for 
the backdrop of “Thunder Clouds” 
(Photograph 1) was found at Sodonia, 
our favorite picnic grounds in Oak 
Creek Canyon, Arizona. 

Contrasting with the whiteness of 
the wood, small pieces of black obsidian 
from Modoc County, northern Cali- 
fornia, near the Nevada line, made a 
throne for the figurine clothed in a 
bright green robe. The same methods of 
fastening the objects to the caster cups 
were followed. Dried berries in bright 
magenta (from the land of the Navajo) 
were tucked in at the edges and around 
the backside to repeat the color of the 
scroll in the figurine’s hand. 

“Solitude” (Photograph 2) is an iron- 
wood miniature about five inches in 
overall height. 

Since ironwood is very heavy and of 
coarse texture, a four-inch square caster 
was used. This piece of wood came 
from a river wash near Salome, Arizona. 
A strong wire brush was used for clean- 
ing, and it was necessary to brush it 
many times to bring out the rich ma- 
hogany color of the ironwood. 

The wood was mounted in the model- 
ling clay, then glued to the surface of 
the caster cup. Smooth white glaze 
covered the hair and staff of the un- 
glazed oriental figurine in earthen 
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colored robe. Tufts of natural ming 
moss hid the clay. 

“Ghost Rider” (Photograph 3) is 
also a piece of ironwood. The wood 
was fastened to the caster cup, then 
pebbles of pink granite and blue copper 
ore from Nevada, Arizona and Utah 
were added for color. The small cup 
was placed on a six-inch teakwood base 
to give added height and weight. 


N EXCLUSIVE shop in the Cali- 

fornia desert carries an exquisite 
miniature garden collection but my 
funny little what nots sell readily at 
$1.95 each as souvenirs of the section. 
I sell them to the shop at $1. Not 
much profit, but it adds up when they 
sell by the dozen. Also they have been 
sold in a gift shop in Pasadena which 
caters to the exclusive trade. Some of 
the other whatnots I have sold from 
my own studio in Palm Springs, Cali- 
fornia. 

In this, as in all business, it is neces- 
sary to make the right contacts. I try 
to analyze the shop where I hope to 
make sales. The location is important. 
Does the shop cater to the neighbor- 
hood, to local residents, to the very ex- 
clusive or to the tourist trade (this 
latter is my best sales source)? How

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well do my novelties fit in with their 
merchandise? Is it a large concern 
which will probably want to buy more 
than I can make, or is it a shop that 
will buy in small numbers, rather than 
by the gross? 

The foregoing questions answered in 
my own mind, I call at the shop I have 
selected, present my samples (the best 
ones that I can make), attractively dis- 
played. Generally, merchants are eager 
to have new things, those that are dif- 
ferent and well made, and at a price 
which will enable them to make a good 
profit. 

If I get the names of shops in other 
states, I write them and offer to send 
a sample. If they buy, they pay postage; 
otherwise, I pay it both ways. So far 
this has worked several times. 

I fill an order just a soon as it 
comes in, or write stating when it will 
be shipped if there is to be a delay. 
One must be dependable. 

Whatnots offer unlimited possibili- 
ties, since the materials cost so little; they 
may be gathered along the river banks, 
at the seashore, as well as from the 
mountains and plains. No matter where 
one goes, he will find nature providing 
a storehouse that offers abundant supply.

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Getting Started In

can be used to make many articles. Sil- 
ver wire and chains, which can be com- 
bined with sheet silver, cost very little. 
Small chains run about forty to eighty 
cents a foot, the more delicate chains 
costing less, because they use less silver. 
These prices are what you pay if you 
buy direct from a dealer. It is well to 
keep in mind that broken pieces of sil- 
ver and shavings can be weighed and 
sold back to the dealer.” 


UERIED AS to the equipment nec- 
essary to begin making silver 


jewelry either as a hobby or a profes- 
sion, Miss Keen comes up with this en- 
couraging information: “Few tools are 
needed.” She says that her first brace- 
lets and pins were made with just a 
jeweler’s saw and blade, a half-round 
file, some “flat silver stock” and silver 
wire. These may be purchased for less 
than $10. 


“Of course,” explains Miss Keen, “if 
you plan to make much jewelry you'll 
find that a complete set of needle files 
is desirable, also a rubber mallet, a 
bench vise and a hand vise. It might 
be pointed out here that sheet silver is 
very easily bent. Therefore, when the 
silver is being cut, the part near tne 
point where the cutting is being done 
must be held firmly. There is only one 
place where a firm hold may be pro- 
duced and that is in a vise. Silver in 
any form, however, is so soft that the 
steel jaws of a vise will mark it badly, 
so cover these jaws with caps of sheet 
lead. This done the silver sheet may be 
held tightly with no fear of marks. The 
above tools, along with a blow pipe and 
gas connection, will make possible al- 
most any piece of jewelry that you de- 
cide to fashion. 


A charcoal block is customarily used 
when soldering; but Miss Keen found 
when starting out in this craft that a 
pie tin worked very well in place of the 
charcoal block. She used a tin that had 
come with a baker’s pie, and while the 
heat warped it quite a bit, even that 
warping helped because it often made 
it possible to set a piece of jewelry on 
the slightly uneven surface that would 
have been more difficult to keep in 
place on the comparatively flat surface 
of the charcoal block. As the beginner 
advances, Miss Keen advises adding 
other tools—a ball peen hammer, chas- 
ing tools, a drill, stone setting tools, 


several pairs of pliers, and a polishing 
wheel. 


Ruth Keen’s first bit of advice to 
persons planning on learning how to 
make jewelry with an eye to selling 
what they make is this: Be prepared to 
meet competition. This comes not only 
from others as skilled as you are, but 
from commercial sources able to com- 
mand hand labor at low cost. This fact 
is not stated to discourage you, but to 
make you bold. It takes time and some- 
times is a tedious business to turn out 
a well-done handmade item. “For this 
reason,” says Miss Keen, “it will never 
be worth your while to compete with 
factory made articles by using low grade 
materials in order to cut down your 
price tag. You can’t fool the public on 
quality. You can build your reputation 
on quality. So always use top grade ma- 
terials.” 


Now that Ruth Keen makes scores 
of items she buys silver sheets and 
wires direct from a large wholesale 
manufacturer. “You have to do this in 
order to increase your profits,” she says. 
Findings, tools, etc., she still buys 
through the class instructor. 


A ALMOST five years of making 
jewelry, Miss Keen is confident 
that there are no shortcuts to a well- 
made piece of jewelry. If you want a 
fine piece of work it takes the time 
necessary for the finishing touches. 
“One of the commonest mistakes that 
beginners make is to try to find some 
shortcut,” says Miss Keen. “They are so 
eager to get one piece finished so that 
they can begin on another! I used to 
think the instructor was sometimes 
carrying things too far when she would 
try to pry off a hastily soldered piece 
of silver on an item I was making. But 
I soon learned that a poor soldering job 
can spoil a complete piece of work, 
especially if there is a stone in the piece 
and re-soldering is needed after the 
stone is set.” 

According to Miss Keen, beginners 
should not attempt to repair broken 
pieces of silver. Broken silver may as 
well be weighed and sold to a dealer; 
or melted and made into silver balls 
for ornamentation of new pieces. 

Ruth Keen makes pins, rings, neck- 
laces, bracelets, and earrings of sterling 
silver, some of which are set with semi- 
precious stones. Her pieces sell from $5 
to $25. Miss Keen has been selling her 
jewelry for only a short period of time 
and has not as yet worked out any set

rule for deciding how much to charge 
for an item. However, she says: “I find 
that a charge of about twice the raw 
cost of materials works out as a fair 
price to all concerned. A piece that has 
a great amount of work in it might run 
a little more but on an average this 
formula has proven satisfactory with 
me. Pieces set with stones should run 
two and a half to three times the raw 
cost, for they are usually more elaborate 
and require considerable more work 
than pieces which do not have stones 
in them.” 


One of the most difficult things for 
the home craftsman to grasp is the 
question of the price tag. Miss Keen 
says there is no point in spending a lot 
of time and energy on an item and then 
selling it at a loss because you don't 
know how much your cost has actually 
been. So strict account of the cost of 
materials must be kept and of the time 
spent in making the article. “But,” she 
adds, “if you are making bracelets, for 
instance, you must bear in mind that 
you'll make your third or fourth brace- 
let far more quickly than you made 
the first, so your price tag should be 
set on the quicker time. Then, take into 
consideration whether you are going to 
sell directly to customers or whether 
you are going to place your items in a 
local shop. Few shops take less than 
one-third off the retail price and most 
shops ask at least fifty per cent off the 
retail price. To the novice this may 
seem out of all proportion to the effort 
and money that has been expended in 
making the item; but you must remem- 
ber that a shop owner has to pay rent, 
salaries, and other expense—so he needs 
this mark-up.” 


Persons who sell the jewelry they 
make must not forget that there is a 
ten per cent government tax on jewelry 
sales. Tax returns must be filed periodic- 
ally with Federal tax authorities. Special 
forms for the purpose may be obtained 
at your nearest Federal tax agency. 


M‘™ KEEN has not yet placed her 
jewelry in shops. Because of her 
full time job at the college, she feels 
for the present she cannot give more 
than a couple of hours an evening to 
her “business”; and members of the 
faculty and students seem to buy all 
the jewelry she can turn out in that 
time. However, Miss Keen has given a 
lot of thought to how she will enlarge 
her “business” when she retires (she

“When it is necessary for me to 
make money from my jewelry to live 
on,” says Miss Keen, “I intend to spec- 
ialize in a few items each year, rather 
than make each piece an original design 
as I am now doing. I'll be able to turn 
out a far greater number of items in 
this way! Since profit from my jewelry 
is now only a side-line, so to speak, I 
prefer to do original designs—a brace- 
let, pin, or ring, for a specific person 
or a special occasion. It’s much more 
interesting!” 

Miss Keen is lucky in having ready- 
made customers at her fingertips. But 
the possibilities for building up a good 
customer list are unlimited provided, of 
course, that the items you turn out 
meet the high standards set down by 
customer demands. A big factor in 
building a successful home business en- 
terprise is word-of-mouth advertising. 
One satisfied customer brings another, 
and so it continues to snowball. There 
are various methods that will enable 
you to gain this initial foothold. Miss 
Keen's suggestion is to ask a few friends 
and acquaintances to come to your home 
to see what you are doing. Most women 
whom you will communicate with for 
this purpose will appreciate your invi- 
tation as a favor. After all, each one of 
us likes to be given the opportunity to 
buy something new and distinctive. 

Another way of getting customers, 
particularly if you live in a small town, 
is to place an advertisement in your 
local newspaper. A small advertisement 
of about two inches will serve your pur- 
pose. Rates for local newspapers are 
most moderate. Your advertisement 
could read like this:

ment cards. But you must give the card 
a touch of color to achieve that all im- 
portant eye-catching impact. Decorative 
gummed stickers (the kind you use for 
gift wrappings) will brighten a post- 
card; and the message may be written in 
colored ink. You probably will think 
up methods of your own when it comes 
to tracking down customers. No matter 
how you do it, get those first few custo- 
mers and get your momentum started.

OME ON! Just for fun why not fol- 

low Ruth Keen’s directions and 
see what you can do. A very simple but 
effective bangle bracelet can be made 
of a heavy gauge half-round wire. This 
wire comes in 14-, and 14-inch width 
and enough for one bracelet will cost 
less than $1.50. Here is all you do: Cut 
the half-round wire to desired length. 
You get the length of the bracelet by 
fitting a narrow band of paper around 
the wrist for which it is intended. The 
ends should not meet. Leave a 14-inch 
opening to allow the bracelet to be re- 
moved without the necessity of bend- 
ing. Next, cut your design into the 
rounded side of the wire, using a half- 
round file. This design can be merely 
a series of evenly-spaced cross or hori- 
zontal lines, or sets of lines, or geo- 
metric patterns. (Figure 1, page 12). If 
you can’t draw freehand with a file, trace 
or draw your design on a piece of thin, 
hard tracing paper with a sharp, medium- 
grade drawing pencil. Then apply a 
thin coat of fish glue (never rubber 
cement) to the under side of the paper 
drawing. Place the drawing on the silver 
surface and smooth in place. After cut- 
ting the design into the silver the paper 
may be removed with hot water. Your 
design must be cut quite deep so that 
when the bracelet is polished and oxi-

gold leaf, or bronze paint or even yel- 
low paint which is exceedingly typical. 

“After I am satisfied with the way 
the design looks on the black practice 
sheet, I make the chair ready to have the 
design applied to it by giving it a coat 
of varnish,” Mrs. Sage explains. “When 
this is half dry, I apply the design. The 
varnish must be tacky enough to make 
the bronze powder adhere, yet dry 
enough to let the stencil come away 
clean.” 

“Velvet fingers” or “chamois bobs” 
are used to apply the bronze powder or 
the gold leaf. Chamois bobs are made 
by tying small pieces of chamois over 
little balls of cotton. Velvet fingers are 
really nothing but little pieces of silk 
velvet which have been carefully 
hemmed so there will be no edges to 
fray and come off on the design. Cotton 
velvet will not work. It must be silk 
velvet. 

The stencils are arranged on a thick 
piece of cardboard in the order they are 
to be used. They are hung on the card- 
board with ordinary straight pins. Near 
at hand is a palette of bronze and gold 
powders. 

When the design on the back of the 
chair is finished, Mrs. Sage stencils the 
decorations on the posts and the legs of 
the chair. Sometimes this design is 
simple striping, sometimes it is more 
elaborate. 

When the chair is thoroughly dry, 
Mrs. Sage applies the first of three coats 
of varnish. The second coat may be “an- 
tiqued” with a tiny bit of burnt umber 
to give an aged effect. The final coat is 
of satin varnish. It is essential that each 
coat should dry very thoroughly before 
the next one is put on. Mrs. Sage always 
allows twenty-four hours or more. The 
chair is rubbed with fine steel wool 
after each coat of varnish and waxed 
after the final coat. 


If Lambert Hitchcock could come 
back to life, I doubt whether he himself 
could tell the difference between a chair 
that Mrs. Sage has restored and one 
done by his best decorator.

The seats are 
stamped with HCC (Hitchcock Chair 
Company) so as not to be confused 
with the antique ones.

green of the mallard necks, Schultz adds 
tube colors to the white tire paint to 
get those shades. For the body of the 
Canada, he uses white and black tire 
paints to get the exact shades of gray 
he desires. The lines showing the feather 
pattern on the wings and on the breast 
are put on with white tire paint. To 
get the colors, hues and markings of 
the live birds, he always has an authen- 
tic picture in color of the bird he is 
painting so that he can follow it. 


AS SCHULTZ developed his decoys, he 
had no idea of commercializing on 
them. He only wanted to produce 
decoys that would give him the kind 
that he had been looking for so long. 
But no sooner had he perfected them, 
than friends hunting with him, wanted 
to buy some for their own use. So he 
started making and selling them to 
friends. 

“That started the opening up of other 
markets as other hunters saw those of 
the friends who had bought them, and 
they, too, wanted to buy some,” says 
Schultz. “I think it was because they 
found them so easy to transport.” 

Schultz then began spending all lei- 
sure time in his workshop to supply the 
demand, and even then he could not 
keep up with it. At the time Le was reg- 
ularly employed as branch manager of a 
packing company, but now is retired 
and can devote more time to the decoys.

He does not regard making them as 
work. He so thoroughly enjoys it that 
he finds himself putting in longer hours 
than he did at his regular desk. Work- 
ing steadily he can turn out at least one 
bird a day and sometimes more.

Six are $50, 
four, $33.33. Three or less are $10 each. 
So far no one has ever bought less than 
four, and the average is between six and 
eight. 

Because of his many contacts with 
hunters and sportsmen, Schultz gets his 
orders direct from someone who has 
seen some of the decoys in action, or 
through friends. He always has orders 
months ahead, which sometimes has a 
tendency to crowd him. But the orders 
go on file and he gets to them, he says, 
as quickly as possible without putting 
undue pressure on himself. 

Recently he said he was about six 
months behind in orders. He never lets 
his work interfere with his own hunt- 


ing.

H. D. Tompkins of Echo Hill in Hud- 
son. They chose a McIntosh amplifier, 
twin Bozak speakers, a Rek-O-Kut 
turntable with Weathers arm and a 
Browning tuner. The speakers were in- 
stalled in specially constructed en- 
closures but the tuner was placed in 
an antique cabinet, the interior of which 
was redesigned to fit the specifications 
of the radio. 

“This is a case in point of another 
aspect of custom installed hi-fi sys- 
tems,’ explains Kaiser. “When people 
put a lot of money into sound equip- 
ment, it ought to fit their homes as 
well as their musical tastes. Adapting 
antiques for hi-fi enclosures is a specialty 
in itself. High Fidelity magazine pub- 
lished an article on converting antiques 
into audio enclosures in its February, 
1955 issue. If any cabinetmakers are 
also sound-minded, this is another 
market for their skills.” 


NCE YOU have installed the first 
hi-fi system, your name and fame 
are sure to spread by word-of-mouth 
advertising since most hi-fi owners are 
eager to demonstrate their sets to any- 
one interested. Obtaining the first cus- 
tomer depends of course on how good 
a salesman you are, but there are some 
openers which Kaiser suggests for those 
wanting to sell sound advice. 
An excellent beginning can be made

by approaching the owner of a furni- 
ture store or interior decorating shop 
and offering to set up a system in the 
showroom, housing the equipment in 
his cabinets or using his decorating 
scheme to include a hi-fi installation. 
You may have to bear the cost of this 
sample system yourself or he may be 
interested enough to finance it. Once 
the system is set up, you can place hi-fi 
literature (readily obtainable from 
components manufacturers) in con- 
spicuous places along with your busi- 
ness card announcing your specialty of 
sound advice. You could arrange to be 
at the display a few hours a week to 
demonstrate the system and to answer 
any questions the store people may have 
been askéd by curious customers. In- 
terior decorators are specially good for 
contacts since installing a hi-fi set can 
mean completely redoing a living room 


or den, in which case the decorator 
and sound specialist combine their 
skills. 


Another source of clients is libraries 
which have music departments in need 
of newer and better record listening 
facilities. Also, in many large cities, art 
museums and cultural groups often have 
record collections and may be a market 
for a good music reproduction set. By 
calling on the curators or directors of 
such institutions and presenting your 
previously well thought out plan for 
their music needs, you can get a good 
start. 


P Xeativgr audio fan should acquaint 
himself thoroughly with the vari- 
ous components on the market before 
he goes to buy. Almost all of the big 
manufacturers in the industry are more 
than happy to supply all kinds of free 
literature describing their products. 
Much of this advertising contains very 
basic information. For example, the 
Electro-Voice Company of Buchanan, 
Michigan, presents in their Bulletin No. 
121 entitled Temples of Tone a very 
readable and easy to understand text 
covering definitions, explanations of 
what is musical sound, discussions of the 
limits of ordinary radios, and descrip- 
tions of basic functions of high fidelity 
components, It is available free of charge 
by writing the company. 

Kaiser also recommends that the 
beginner in the realm of high fidelity 
follow the trade periodicals closely and 
get his name on the mailing list of some 
of the advertisers. In this way he is 
kept up to date with current develop- 
ments.

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b Bog COLLERS have had many offers 
to expand their business but have 
turned them all down as they “are happy 
the way things are.” They supply most 
of the restaurants in Paris with pies 
and put some in the grocery stores, 
also. 

The Collers own their home, have 
raised and educated two children and 
are putting by a nice sum for the 
future. 

The day at the bakery begins early; 
about three-thirty or four o'clock in 


| the morning. The dough is made fresh 


every morning. Only materials of the 
best quality are used regardless of in- 
creased costs. A machine is used for 
the mixing but the dough is rolled by 
hand. “I can roll one hundred pies an 
hour,” says Mrs. Coller. 

Fruit has been prepared the evening 
before. As soon as Mrs. Coller has the 
crust in a pie pan Mr. Coller fills it 
and takes care of the ovens. Fillings for 
soft pies are then made and the egg 
whites whipped with an electric beater. 

Name any pie; the Collers make it. 
The most popular pies are cherry, apple 
and cocoanut. They have never been 
interested in fancy pastries. “Just good 
old fashioned pies,” they say. 

As to prices. The first pies sold for 
twenty-five cents. Present day prices 
are forty-five cents. For 200 pies that 
makes a gross income of $90 per day. 
Mrs. Coller also makes a large angel 
food cake which sells for $1 uniced. 
These cakes bring in an extra $30 and 
sometimes $40 per week. As no out- 
side help is hired the overhead is small. 


ingen pie, especially with men, 
is the Dutch apple pie. Mrs. Col- 
ler generously supplied the recipe which 
follows: 

Four large tart apples; one cup sugar; 
one teaspoon cinnamon; three table- 
spoons maraschino cherry juice; 34 cup 
flour; 4% cup butter; 4% cup nut meats. 

Pare the apples. Arrange in pastry- 
lined pie pan. Sprinkle with 2 cup 
sugar mixed with cinnamon. Add cherry 
juice. Sift remaining 4% cup sugar with 
flour and cut in butter until crumbly. 
Add nut meats and sprinkle over apples. 
Bake in hot oven (450) ten minutes. 
Then in moderate oven (350) about 
forty minutes or until apples are done. 

Mrs. Coller’s advice is: “If you are 
dissatisfied with what you have, make 
something better.” In this instance a 
stale piece of pie opened the door to a 
profitable home business for Mr. and 
Mrs. Norman F. Coller.

dized these lines hold the black oxida- 
tion and make a pretty contrast to the 
polished surface. 

Your next step is to bend the brace- 
let to desired shape. You may heat it 
with a blow torch to soften silver and 
the shaping may be done sectionally 
over a metal pipe or other rounded sur- 
face. It is important to adjust the blow 
torch to a soft blue flame. A yellow 
flame indicates not enough air, while a 
flame that roars indicates too much ait. 
Pass the flame rapidly over the piece of 
silver and as quickly remove it. Repeat 
this operation until the silver bends to 
shape. If you don’t have a blow torch, 
the bracelet may be bent to shape with 
a rubber mallet over a rounded surface. 
(Figure 2). Bend to shape as in Figure 
3. Once the bracelet is shaped it should 
be polished—preferably on a buffing 
wheel, but it can be done by hand— 
with jeweler’s rouge. Then it may be 
oxidized. 

“Oxidation gives silver an antique 
appearance,’ says Miss Keen, “and I 
think it greatly enhances a piece of 
jewelry. The process is very simple. 
Oxidation is done with the use of liver 
of sulphur. A small piece dissolved in 
warm water will oxidize a number of 
pieces. Polish the item, first. Then wash 
it well in hot water and soap suds— 
with a little ammonia in the water to 
cut the grease from any polish remain- 
ing on the piece. Next, dip the piece in 
the solution of liver of sulphur. Don't 
get frightened when you remove it and 
see that the entire piece of jewelry 
black! When the oxide is dry, hand- 
polish the item with a little powdered 
pumice. As you remove the black oxide 
you will find that it comes off easily 
from the high spots but remains in the 
impressions and around the base of the 
cut design.” 

Along with thousands of other career 
women throughout the country, Ruth 
Keen shares a common American at- 
tribute: A belief in her handcraft work 
and the kind of adventurous courage it 
takes to try to profit because of it.
